No, 28, of the 
Evahqbust, ww an article by 
BfO. Copp, of Fisher's Hill, en- 
titled Virgini* Notes, comment 
ing opon hh expression by Bro. 
Garher— That it the Collejre 
foiled, tome of the Brethren will 
be bankrupt and to escape die 
grace will leave the church. 
How iu reply to Bro Copp, with 
dtt" respect to him and every- 
body else, I will aay that Bro. 
Uopp does not understand the 
sense in which the Brethren will 
leave the church. These breth- 
ren teel that they have done no 
wrong bat have suffered on 
trying to sustain a good canae, 
and if they withdraw from the 
church, do not feel any disgrace 
resting upon them individually. 
Bat the disgrace tails where it 
properly belonga. upon the 
church, and they do not feel to 
be identified with a church that 
doea not respect her pledges. 
The College debt was made 
under the management of Ger 
man Baptist Brethren, and I do 
Dot censure them much, for it 
waa all done in good faith iguor 
antly. They were more able to 
ran a farm than a College. But 
they aie now willing to pay a 
large share of this debt as a 
penalty for their experience. 

Bat then church division came 
and the Conservative Trustees 
withdrew from the Cotlge. And 
at Dayton, did not that conven- 
tion know the financial condition 
of Aabland College, and it they 
did not tbey should have known, 
and did not our brethren in that 
convention pledge themselves to 
pay the debt and take the Col- 
lege ? In view of this pledge 
the trustees who were in sympathy 
with this Progressive movement 
were still willing to continue in 
office and shoulder the responsi- 
bility. And did not the Brethren 
charch last Sept., at Ashland in 
convention as a representative 
body, renew that pledge? Now 
1 say that the Brethren church 
is morally bound to carry out 
that pledge, and each individual 
member in the church ia morally 
bound to do his or her part in 
thia work, and iftjthe church 
fails to do. thia, to respect her 
pledge, what confidence can we 
have in any future pledges or 
promises ahe may make? And 
dow since tbe German Baptist 
ex trustees are willing to pay a 
large share of this debt and we 
can get the College for twenty 
thousand dollar*, abontone third 
of iU worth, and a good title 
from (he court, it is now within 
our reach and we can pay for it. 
I say il we do not respect our 
pledge and let tbe College go 
oat of our handB for the want of 
patronage, we as a church wilt 
be branded with disgrace and 
are not worthy the name we 
bear, (Progressive.) I will not 
aay what I will do, bat I am 
watching the action of oar 
church with tbe deepest anxiety 
and am etill ^hopeful that ahe 
will yet do her duty and save 
tbe awful doom that is threaten- 
ing. 

In reply to Bro. Bowman of 
Maryland (will aay ftbe reason 
why conflicting statements and 
reports went oat from Aabland 
in reference to the College are 
due to the neglect and refusal of 
many to respect their promises 
and obligations. In this last 
canvass about three thousand 
dollars were secured making a 
total of about twelve thousand 
dollars with the old, and several 


thousand dollars in pledges from 
various ob arches make in the 
aggregate fourteen thousand doi - 
lars, and now we moat have six 
thousand more, and who will re- 
spond, and quickly too for we 
have only this month to decide.
